Cities, 


ALL WITHOUT W ARNING 


No Funnel-Shaped ('loud'* Gave Pre­ 
monition of the Approaching 
Danger at Joplin. 


ll 18900ri Town Suffers Great Loss 
and Several Are Killed—Damage 
at Other Points. 


Joplin, Mo., April 26.—Joplin was 
visited late yesterday afternoon by the 
most destructive storm In its history, 
during which three persons were kill­ 
ed outright, six fatally injured, a score 
or more seriously hurt, and 1300,000 
worth of property destroyed. 
The fury of the storm broke loose 
at 4:35 In the afternoon. 
There was 
no premonition of Its terrible violence. 
There was an utter absence of the 
usual funnel-shaped 
cloud, and the 
cloud* looked 
no more threatening 
than those which produce the ordinary 
spring thunder showers. 
The wind 
was a straight gale, but it was of ter­ 
rible velocity, whipping down scores 
of houses in the south part of the city 
and reducing to kinding wood $100,000 
worth of the finest mining plants in 
this district. The worst havoc in Jop­ 
lin City was in a territory four blocks 
wide, commenc-ins” at the west limits 
of the city at 17th street and ending 
at Seventh street on the east 
Within 
this narrow belt the destruction done 
is visible on every hand. 
Most of the 
houses are not completely razed, but 
there is scarcely a building which is 
not damaged. No one was killed here, 
but some persons had m iraculous es­ 
capes. 
Passing east from the main 
portion of the city. the storm spent its 
fury on the suburban districts known 
as Moonshine Hill and Villa Heights. 
Three people were killed at Moonshine 
Hill. The hill is now a mangled mass 
of debris and not a single house is left 
standing. 
It is populated mainly by 
m iners who live in little shacks. 
Of 
the little home of Bidwell H unter not 
a tim ber is left standing, and the three 
inm ates of the house are dying, all 
having had their skulls fractured.

general business and speculation have 
been of a very full volume for this sea­ 
son of the year. 
Retail demand was 
relieved from Uie incubus of backward 
w eather by the hot wave which swept 
over a large part of the country this 
week. This has resulted in a fair rec­ 
ord business from wholesalers and job­ 
bers In the East, but the talk of crop 
dam age put a check 
upon demand

looked for. although showing some im­ 
provem ent over a year ago. 
In the 
N orthw est snow* and rains checked re­ 
tail trade and distribution,
